Dublin, Jan. 7.—The treaty creating the Irish Free State 


was ratified tonight by the Dail Eireann by a majority of 7 
votes, 64 to 57. 


Coincidentally, Eamonn DeValera announced his resigna- 


Jion from the presidency of the Irish republic. 


The news was received with the greatest enthusiasm, and 


the patient crowds, which had waited for hours outside the Uni- 
versity building in anticipation of a decision, burst into 
cheering. 


MAJORITY LARGER. 


Ratification cf the 
treaty 
came 


after a day of 
intense excitement 


and heated 
controversy.

the result was as had been expected, 
the majority In favor of the agree- 
ment was greater than 
had 
been

minute. 


A tense, strained silence pievaJcd 


while the •vote vv is being taken, and 
a gasp o£ relief went up from the 
supporters of tlie treaty when the 
result was announcer!. 
A dramatic 


scene ensued when De Valera stood 
up and in broken 
loice,

vibrated with emotion, doclaied that 
"the republic" must be carried on.

The Japanese came to Washington 


fully aware that there was serious 
talk of a "white alliance" against 
them.

They are 
returning: to the Orient with Japan 
more firmly entrenched among the 
first rank powers 
than 
she ever 


dared hope to be. 


The Japanese came to Washington 


expecting to have to fight for their 
naval life. There had been threats 
that an obstreperous Japan might 
be "rationed" RS to the amount of 
steel she^hould have from England 
and America 
The Japanese return

constructed navy vir- 


tually intact. They were told at first 
the-v could not retain their treasured 
"Mutsn " But thev made a successful 
fight for the "Mutsu" an1 she will 
continue for ten year's at least as 
the queen of the Pacific, 


SUPREME IN ORIENT. 


Through the voluntary sacrifices 


of the United States 
and 
Great 


Britain, Japan finds her naval su- 
premacy in the Onent guaranteed by 
thp tw0 great "unite powers appar- 
ently for all time to con.e. Japan 
unexpectedly found the United States 
willing to cut its navy down below 
the strength that would give it of- 
fensive power in the East. 
Japan 


found the United States willing to 
discontinue woik on its fortifications 
in the Pacific. Thus made free from 
naval attack. 


Japan 
nevertheless held out for 


unlimited submarine construction for 
naval purposes 
and 
therefore 
Is 


doubly fortified in her Oriental su- 
premacy. Japan is permitted to re- 


tain three battle cruisers, while the 
United States agrees to construct 
none. 


PELT OPPRESSION. 


The Japanese came to Washington 


feeling that In the diplomatic .ne- 
gotiations preceding the conference, 
they had been maneuvered into a 
defensive position. They felt the con- 
ference really was aimed at them 
They could not understand why the 
Far Eastern 
questions 
had 
been 


"dragged" into It. 
They felt that 


this must mean that 
every 
man's 


hand was to be turned against them. 
They felt that here again they would 
have to fight for their national life 
and national pride. 
They felt In 


short that they were to be made the 
"black beast" of the conference. 


FOUND CONCILIATOR'S SPIRIT. 
Instead, the 
Japanese 
found a 


great spirit of conciliation toward 
them. 
They found that the United 


States in particular was desirous of 
placating the Japanese and allaying 
any fears they might have as to the 
attitude of this country. They found 
that the United States was not near- 
ly so militantly inclined on Chinese 
Questions as they had imagined. 


And, most 
happy 
circumstance, 


perhaps, of all, the Japanese found 
that at a crucial stage of the con- 
ference proceedings, when Eastern 
issues were getting somewhat com- 
plicated and the Chinese were acting 
decidedly 
aggrieved 
the 
French 


stepped forward and took the role 
of "bete noir" so successfully and 
completely, that all conference criti- 
cism was directed against France 
and away from Japan. 


TOOK COURAGE. 


Japan found the 
atmosphere at 


Washington so conciliatory that they 
toolc the courage to announce that 
they would not permit their famous 
twenty-one demands upon China to 
como before the international con- 
ference. Thev would deal with China 
alone as to these demands, for thev 
had always found means of "per- 
suasion" that were effective 
with 


China. 


Japan further announced that she 


would not permit the Shantung ques- 
tion to come before the conference, 
for already she was in negotiation 
with China over the territory she 
promised at Paris to return to China. 


KEPT SIBERIA OUT. 


Thus far Japan has fought with 


complete success any plan to bring 
Siberia before the conference. Like- 
wise the more troublesome questions 
respecting China Japan has succeed-

I hava 
talked at length with the Belgian 
ministers now at Cannes and their 
protest is very emphatic. And they 
are entirely justified. 
Our alterna- 


tive 
is to renounce 
our 1922 pay- 


ments 
as arranged 
at London or 


violate the rights of Belgium and 
compromise Franco-Belgian friend- 
ship. 


Frpnch opinion regards the Cannes 


conference with much distrust. It re- 
grets to note that once more the rep- 
aiations commission, which was to 
handle all matters of Geiman finance- 
and the allocation of reparations, is 
losing 
prestige, the members not 


hesitating 
to say they 
have 
been 


shorn of all their authority. 


PROMPTED ESCAPE HOPE. 


The commission two months a£?o 


went to Berlin and there declared 
that Germany could meet the pay- 
ments due in January and February 
and the German ministers began pre- 
paring to do so. At that moment, 
however, Hugo Stinnes and Waiter 
Rathenau, 
co-mcidentally 
w i t h 


Louis Loucheur of the French gov- 
ernment, went to London, thereby 
prompting a German hope for escap- 
ing the decision of the reparations 
commission. 


What 
was 
the 
result? Lloyd 


George and Premier Brland capitu- 
lated and advised Germany that five 
hundred million marks 
would 
b& 


enough to pay in 1922. The repara- 
tions commission is right when 
it 


thinks that 
such 
methods prevent 


efficacious 
action. 
The 
figure 
of 


five hundred millions Is absurd. If 
the London 
decision 
Is 
based on 


Geiman resources in foreign secur- 
ities held in Germany, It Is too high. 
But If based on Germany's resources 
In foreign securities 
held 
outside 


her frontiers, 
then 
Germany could 


pay two or three billions. This last 
London Improvisation is a muddle-. 
Once more Germany 
fraudulently 


evades paymtnt, and this time with 
the complicity of her creditors. 
COMPLICATED BY ARMS MEET. 


Xlie proceedings at Cannes are 


further complicated by the naval de- 
bates at Washington and the feeling 
engendered by them. 
The relations 


between Great Britain and Franco 
are much strained. It 
is a great 


source of regret to Frenchmen gen- 
erally that the United States should 
be led into such widespread 
criti- 


cism of France. 


When Secretary Hughes suggested 


the 5-5-3 na.val ratio, ' the French 
delegates at Washington 
remained 


silent. Then they announced a fig- 
ure In capital ships which In twenty- 
four hours had been reduced by one- 
half by their government. AH of this 
brought the eventual submarine de- 
bate into the worst possible atmos- 
phere. 
Some of this doubtless was 


due to the fact that the French pol- 
icy as to submarines 
was so un- 


justly interpreted In the Anglo-Sax- 
on press. France needs submarines 
to guard her coasts and her lines to 
her colonies, just as England needs 
troops in India. 


It isn't a question of imperialism, 


but of necessity. 
But this necessity 


I admit has been rather maladroitly 
explained at Washington. 


NOT COMPLETE SOLUTION. 


From Cannes we have the famous 


plan for the reconstruction of Europe 
with a capital fund of one hundred 
million dollars. 
But from the very 


first meeting the 
financial experts 


recoiled before the difficult task of 
determining money values in the dif- 
ferent countries. 
A majority believe 


It would be Impossible to work In 
Russia in its present state. Lloyd 
George, 
however, 
does 
not think 


these objections important. 


There Is little 
probability 
that 


Cannes will bring a solution. But It 
is certain that the reparations prob- 
lem 
will 
be complicated. That Is 


what 
Stinnes and Rathenau hoped 


for, basing their confidence on the 
chimerical plans and imagination of 
the British prime minister. 


MANAGES AFFAIRS WELL. 


Only Gexmany is managing her af- 


fairs well. 
She has organized her 


bankruptcy. 
She has realized none 


of 
the 
fiscal 
budgetary 
reforms 


promised after the ultimatum of last 
May. 
She has evaded the devlslons 


of the reparations commission. 
She 


has persuaded the allies to give the 
treaty of Versailles another blow. 


While we await results we keep 


our lawyer—in the present state of 
Europe this Is our military strength 
—but don't call us imperialists. That 
would be neither exact nor just.

Philadelphia, 
Pa., Jan. 7— The 


Summit Hill fire, the "king" of all 
mine fires, Is still burning, but it 
la well under control, according to 
a recent announcement by the Le- 
higli Coal and Navigation company 
on \vhose property 
flames 
have 


been eating up m.lllons o£ tons o£ 
anthracite coal for the last sixty- 
two years. While this one has been 
brought under control, another mine 
lire, which has been burning nine- 
teen years near Mount Carmel, Pa., 
in the heart of the loner anthracite 
fields, is still trying to spread. A 
third fire, which lias been raging for 
three years, in the Red Ash vein of 
the Rod Ash Coal company on the 
Wilkes Barre mountain, has made 
It necessary to close tne old Giant's 
Despair road known to many auto- 
mobil.sts because of the hill climb- 
ing contests that have been held 
upon it. 


AT HUGH COST. 


The Su-limit Hill fire In the Pan- 


ther Creek Valley between Lanslord 
and CoaWdJe, was discovered In Feb- 
ruary, 1839, in an abandoned gang- 
way. 
The hard coal dips from 20 


degrees to about 70 degrees and is 
about JO feet thick. 
Tha area In- 


volved Is about one mile long by 
1500 
feet wide. How many millions 


of tons of coai have been consumed 
has ne^er been a-curately ascertain- 
ed, but it has cost the company more 
than 
JS.OUO.uOO to light the long- 


bu-mng flie. 


TllAVELb PAST CUT. 


In the early s.xties an open cut

at Antwerp and the Olympic confer- 
ence at Lausanne last -summer, com- 
plaining: that the American proposal 
to hold the 1924 or the 1028 Olympics 
at Los Angeles had not been treatei 
with the respect and courtesy dm 
such an Invitation. 
Baron de Cou 


bertln has gone so far as to request 
the appointment of an Internationa' 
subcommittee to go over the report 
and to rectify the alleged errors in it 


Without going Into the merits o 


the report and the baron's action, t 
Is -north while to consider some of 
the broader phases of such a schism 
as this. Viewed in the light of the 
purpolb of th« Insurrection of these 
Olympic games, the quarrels tha' 
emanated 
from them would make 


a cynic laugh.

MUST HAVH PEACH. 


In the original Greel. games, peace 


.was a great factor. In fact, a gener- 
al armistice was declared throughout 
Greece by all warring factions and 
parties previous to ana during the 
Qlympio games. In the baron's own 
plans for the revival of the Olympic 
games, the chief and main statement 
vvas t0 the effect that they were to 
promote friendship between the na- 
tions. 


This aim certainly never can be 


accomplished with friction nor are 
the results otherwise satisfactory If 
the games produce enmities. 
We, 


ourselves, in this country, ^re thor- 
oughly familiar with this phase of 
the matter, for we have seen col- 
leges and universities alienated from 
one another through happenings on 
the athletic field or a disagreement 
as to eligibility far more often than 
through any other means.

AMERICA NOT IN CONTROL.

That is that they are not in con- 
trol, nor likely to be in control, of 
the International Olympic commit- 
tee, and hence what they secure 
from the committee In the way of

nations think of us. Diplomacy, the 
world believes, Is more highly de- 
veloped among tha continental

tions than In the United States, and 
when one does not control in voting 
numbers, diplomacy is necessary, as 
e-vcrjborly knows.

ers looked up to him In much the 
earns way that they had In earlier 
life regarded the wisdom and Direc- 
tion of their father. All are wealthy 
men and all have the same abhor- 
rence of ostentation that character- 
ized Senator Penrose.

No man 
ranks hichcr in American medicine 
than I)r. Penrose. Author of a num- 
ber of medical works, a fellow of 
the American Association 
for

Advancement of Science, ar.d mem- 
ber of half a score ot scientific so- 
cieties, he retired from active prac- 
tice a number of years ago to de- 
vote himself to medical and sclen 
tific research.

cheap guns ar« deadly enough at 
close range, but no one can shoot 
good with one at a distance of twenty 
or thirty feet. It Is no wonder Mr. 
Prescott missed when he fired five 
shots at hl« assailants with their 
own gun.

The Chicago Tribune insists with 


all Its vigor that auch crimes as 
the killing of a banker at Maywood 
last week are to be largely charg- 
ed to the fact that "political forces 
without scruple have poisoned and 
completely demoralized the whole 
system ol law enforcement." 


It means there Is a working un- 


derstanding, in some cases almosr 
a partnership, between politics and 
crime In the Chicago neighborhood. 
This is a rather grave charge to 
bring against a community, but in 
this instance It comes from an en- 
tirely responsible source.

renew the experience,

As being locked up In Russia has 
become a sort of habit, there Is no 
shame 
attached "to 
imprisonment, 
and those released aeem proud of 
their time spent behind bars. 
The women prisoners 
feel 
that 
they have seen a noyal side of life 
and, 
while rich in their abuse of the 
conditions of their 
imprisonment. 
Invariably wind up their recital by 
saying theirs was a great and valu- 
able experience. 
Instead of punishing these people, 


it would almost seem the Soviet gov- 
ernment had conferred

benefit on them by locking them up.
